LAS VEGAS, January, 1995 -- Panasonic follows up the success of 
its crowd-pleasing REAL™ 3DO0™ Interactive Multiplayer™ system 
with a new model for 1995, the FZ-10. In addition to a sleek new 
cabinet, the FZ-10 includes a built-in Memory Management System. 

"Our first REAL 3DO Multiplayer system, the FZ-1, built a 
tremendous following through in-store demonstrations, the 
availability of top-notch software and word of mouth. This year, 
Panasonic continues its assault on the interactive video market 
with the new FZ-10 and an ever-increasing library of software," 
says Gene Kelsey, assistant general manager, Panasonic 
Interactive Media Division. 

The re-configured Interactive Multiplayer has a smaller 
footprint than its predecessor. Its sleek new design boasts a 
top-loading disc mechanism. 

Panasonic has also enhanced the game controllers. The 
FZ-10’s controllers provide smoother operation for greater 
control. They also have a slightly smaller footprint, while 
Maintaining original button and control pad size. The reduction 
in size will make the controllers more comfortable for small 
hands. 
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With the new Memory Management System, users will be able to 
tell immediately whether there’s enough memory space to save a 
game in progress or other files. An on-screen graph clearly 
illustrates the unit’s remaining memory, and lets players easily 
delete files from an accompanying menu. 

The FZ-10 REAL 3DO Interactive Multiplayer system employs a 
specially-designed, 32-bit RISC CPU with 3-megabyte memory (RAM) 
to draw on the vast storage potential of the compact disc. And 
while typical 16-bit video game systems can only display between 
64 and 256 colors simultaneously, the 3DO system is capable of 
delivering more than 16 million colors for photorealistic picture 
quality. 

The system’s completely interactive design means users can 
manipulate characters and events on their television screen in 
real time -- with extraordinary flexibility. On-screen action 
will quickly and realistically adapt to user decisions and 
commands. The possibilities are limited only by the imagination 
of the software programmers. 

Audio quality is just as striking. The FZ-10 delivers full 
digital stereo akin to that of audio CDs, helping to more 


completely involve the user in the software. 
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There are currently over 100 titles available for the REAL 
3DO Interactive Multiplayer system, representing most of the 
biggest names in computer and video game software. Titles run 
the gamut from cutting-edge games and sports simulations to 
"edutainment" software for both kids and adults. In addition to 
CD-ROM discs, the FZ-10 can play music CDs, photo CDs and, with a 
coming MPEG-1 adaptor, the new generation of Video CDs.

Peripherals 
available early this year include a mouse and a six-button game 
controller.
